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Judge Hook at Kansas City Declares the 
Rail Law Unconstitutional-To 
Supreme Court Next 


Kansas City, Uo., Nov. 22.--The 
'Acfamson 8-lionr law -was held un- 
constitutional here today by Judge 
AVra. C. Hook, in United States 
district court. 
• Judsc Hook directed the receivers of 
the >fisouri, Oklahoma & Ciulf railroad, 
who brought the original action in the 
case to enjoin the law from going into 
effect, to assist the government in ex- 
pediting the case to the supreme court 
of the United States for final decision 
and instructed them through their attor- 
neys to invite 
the 
representatives of 
everv railroad in this country to par- 
ticipate 
in 
the 
hearings 
before 
the 
United States supreme court. 


Requested by Government. 


This was requested in the government's 
motion to dismiss the injunction peti- 
tion of the federal government desiring 
to avoid "prolonged, unnecessary 
and 
scattered litigation" tliat would be made 
necessary by the hearing of 
countless 
siiiiilar suits filed by every rail system 
in every federal district in the Lnited 
States through which their lines run. It 
is expected that the ultimate decision as 
to whether the law will go into eiYect 
January 1, will be handed down before 
that time. 
A transcript of, the present 
case will be filed in the United 
States 
supreme court before it reconvenes Dec. 
4. 


Judge Hook's Decision, 


The text nt Jud^e Hook's decision to- 
day is as foilows: 


'•This 
a suit to enjoin the enforce- 
ment of a recent act of congress, com- 
monlv called the Adamson laAv, upon 
the ground that it is contrary to the 
constitution. 
In the character of the 
averments, the plaintiflfs' bill of com- 
plaint is stated to be typical of a num- 
ber of suits recently filed by railroad 
companies in various district courts oi 
the United States. 
A motion to dis- 
miss has been presented on behalf of 
the defendant United States attorney. 
The sole question raised is that of con- 
stitutionality 
of the law. 
TliP court 
is informed that the other case.« stand 
nn applications for temporary 
injunc- 
tions. 


"An appeal from an order grantmg or 
refusing a temporary injunction goes to 
the circuit of appeals and not further 
by ordinary procedure, while an appeal 
from a final order or decree in such a 
case would go direct to the supreme 
cr)urt of the United 
States. 
In 
the 
former a, decision would be inconchi- 
Pive; in the latter a decision would defi- 
nitely settle the question for the whole 
country. 
Tlie motion to dismi.=is the 
case here, however it is decided, will 
promptly result in a. final decree from 
which an appeal will bn taken to the 
supreme court. 


"The assistance of this court is in- 
volved to facilitate a final and authori- 
tative determination of the 
constitu- 
tional qtiestion. The case was presented 
but yesterday and a decision is expected 
today. 
It is far from being an agree- 
able "duty for a judge to render a judi- 
cial conclusion 
without 
the care and 
deliberation 
essential to 
a conviction 
that he would stand <o in every circum- 
stani'e. 


"Upon the merits of a case, the g'ov- 
ernment neither 
asks 
nor receives 
from 
a 
court n e a t e r consideration 
than is required by the settled rules 
and presumptions of law, but a request 
by the department of justice to aid the 
progress of a case consistently with 
the rights of everyone cannot be de- 
rllned, certainly not for personal con- 
Biderations. 


"Upon a consideration of the Adam- 
eon law and of what Is said of it« 
practical effect and what was intended 
to be accomplished by it, the judgment 
Is that is as the court construes the 
terms of the law It cannot be sustained. 
Since both parties 
have 
said 
they 


would not plead further whatever the 
decision might be, a decree will be en- 
tered for the plaintiff, reciting that the 
defendant prays, and is allowed, an 
appeal in open court. 
The case in 
which the plaintiffs were appointed 
receivers is in charge of the judge who 
is acting here. 
An order will be en- 
tered in that case directing plaintiffs 
and their counsel to co-operate with 
the department of justice in lodging the 
appeal in the supreme court by De- 
cember 4 next and in then moving for 
the advancement thereof for such early 
hearing as that court may find it con- 
sistent to grant; also to invite coun- 
sel for ail 
railroad 
companies and 
others similarly 
interested 
in 
the 
question involved to participate in the 
presentation of the motion to advance 
and in the arguments on the merits 
as fully as though their clients were 
parties to this litigation. 
Though the 
decree of the court In the case here, 
will be final, yet, because of the ex-: 
ceptional circumstances the plaintiffs 
will be directed to keep their accounta 
and be prepared promptly to pay their 
employes on the basis of the Adamson 
law, should 
the 
decree 
be not,sus- 
tained."

TWO REASONS IMPEL 
ACTION IN MATTER 


Weapon Against England 
and High Prices Ruling 
Here Move Him. 


Washington, Nov. 22.—Representative 
Fitzgerald, democrat, chairman of the 
house 
appropriations 
committee, 
an- 
nounced today that he favored an em- 
bargo on food stuffs and that it was his 
purpose to prepare a bill and to press 
the subject early in the coming session 
of congress. 


"Two reasons chiefly impel me to fav- 
or 
embargo 
on 
exportation 
of 
food 
stuffs,"' said Mr. Fitzgerald. 
"It is the 
most effective weapon in our controversy 
with Great Britain over her unwarrant- 
ed, outrageous and indefensive blacklist 
of American merchants. 
As our food 
stuffs are needed abroad, an embargo 
will be more effective than weary months 
of diplomatic negotiations, which end in 
the continuance 
of the reprehensible 
practices against our rights. 
The em- 
bargo should also be imposed for purely 
domestic reasons. 
The price of food 
stuffs have reached levels that are bring- 
ing widespread distress to the country. 
Many hundreds of thousands of our peo- 
ple are suffering from the lack of the 
necessities of life. \\Tiolesale prices in 
many commodities are lessf abroad to- 
day than they Aver© a -yiea»-Ha^o; here 
the retail prices have advanced alarm- 
ingly. 


''The argument that nothing should 
be allowed to interfere with expansion of 
our foreign trade does not impress me. 
Of what profit is it if oixr foreign trade 
is to grow with leaps and bounds while 
our own people are brought to the verge 
of starvation as a result of it? 


"The time is rip^ for the embargo and 
I hope to see legislation speedily enact- 
ed to impose it. 
Let America be for 
Americans 
first." 


It seems to be generally agreed here 
that the coming session of congress will 
see a fight over the embargo proposa' 
which is backed by monster petitions 
signed by thousands of persons and or- 
ganizations. 
President Wilson and the 
cabinet are imderstood to oppose it.

Francis Joseph and -the ascension of 
Charles Francis Joseph will result in 
renewed military activity of a most 
energetic character. 


The dead monarch, by reason of his 
age and his infirmities has taken no 
more than a passively active part in 
the war plans for some months. 
The 
new ruler has been actively engaged 
on the various fronts where the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian armies have been oper- 
ating during the last two years. 


No Effect On Politics. 


Count von Bernstorff, the German 
ambassador feels that from an Inter- 
national political viewpoint the death 
of the Austrian emperor will not have 
the slightest effect on the war. 
In 
times of peace such an event might 
have a strong effect. 
In war time, 
however, the ambassador believes the 
people are united for success of their 
arms. 
Furthermore the 
ambassador 
feels that the people of the dual mon- 
archy have been so solidified by the 
war that the death of their ruler, while

Joseph, of Austria practically died in 
harness, according to an Amsterdam 
dispatch to the Central News.

his daughter, the Archduchess Marie, 
at 1 o'clock and two hours later gave 
an audience to Foreign Minister Burlan.

William will attend the funeral. 


First news of the emperor's death 
came by a Reuter dispatch from Vi- 
enna by way of Amsterdam, and It 
merely 'stated that the monarch had 
died last night at 9 o' jck at Schlen- 
brunn castle.

G-iven in Summary 


The fate of the Rumanian armias 
in western Wallachia, appears yet 
to be hanging in the balance. 
The. 
exact measure of the fruits gathered 
by the Teutonic invaders from their 
capture of the important Wallach- 
ian city of Cariova, reported yester- 
day is not yet apparent but fears 
are expressed in entente quarter* 
for thS safety of tho Russian force» 
that have been operating in the Or- 
sova region, on the western 
Ru* 
manían frontier, now that the main 
line of railroad has been cut. 
Also 
it seems virtually all of western 
Wallachia 
has been won by th* 
armies of the central powers. 


A new battle has opened on the 
Macedonian front where the BuN 
garians and Germans who'k evacu- 
ated Monastir ara making a stand 
against the pursuing Serbians and 
French. 
Paris reports the Teutonic 
allies making a stubborn resistance, 
and a heavy fog also holding up the 
advance. 


The battle line is at its nearest 
point to Monastir immediately north 
of the city at Snegovo, and runs 
thence 
almost 
directly 
eastward 
across the country within tha bend 
of the Cerna river. 
In pushing tha 
Germano-Bulgarian forces back to 
this line, tha entente troops have 
made important captures of men and 
material. Today's French statement 
reports the taking of 500 additional- 
prisoners.

Tanker's Captain Deserted 
Six Members of Crew 
in Chilean Port. 


San Francisco, Nov. 22.—The Union Oil 
company of California, owners of the 
steamer CoaJinga, faced the prospect to- 
day of having to pay the government a 
fine of §2,400 because the master of the 
tanker, Captain D. C. McKenzie, de- 
serted six of his crew at Antofagasta, 
Chile, last month. When the vessel rer 
turned here recently Captain McKenzie 
was said by port authorities to have re- 
ported that the six men deserted the 
ship, but that he had not provided him- 
self with an affidavit from the American 
consul at Antofagasta proving the alle- 
gations. It was Sunday, he said, and the 
consulate was closed. 
The matter was 
reported to the secretary of commerce 
at Washington who cabled the consul for 
the facts. 
The consul replied that the 
captain deserted the men 
while they 
were on shore leave. 


This is said to be the first time the 
government has levied fines to such an 
amount under the revised statutes which 
provide that a master of an American 
vessel on leaving a foreign port must re- 
turn to the collector of customs a cer- 
tified list of his crew. If a sailor deserts 
in a foreign port, the captain must make 
proper certification of the fact or he is 
held accountable for each seaman miss- 
ing to the amount of $400. The collector 
of the port here levied the fine.

feverish yesterday afternoon, unable to 
cat his evening meal and was assisted 
to hia bed chamber by his daughter, 
Archduchess Valerie. He found himself 
unable to sleep and asked that his phy- 
sicians be summoned, 
complaining of 
pains in his throat. 


At 0 o'clock the emperor appeared to 
be in a more restful state. A few mo- 
ments later, according to the details re- 
ceived, the doctors saw him and he 
made a gesture, pointing ,to his throat. 
A second afterward he was dead. 


The members of the imperial family 
were summoned, as were the officials of 
state, who prepared an announcement of 
the death. 


Emperor William 
was 
immediately 
informed of thè passing of his ally, the 
message being sent over the telephone, 
which links the headquarters of the Ger- 
man army 
with 
Schoenbrunn 
palace. 
Nothing has yet been decided, it is said, 
with regard ito the emperor's successor. 


DEVELOPED FROM A COLD, 


Fatal Illness Contracted During Walk 
in Park Ten Days Ago. 


Paris, Nov. 22.—The death of Emperor 
Francis Joseph, of Austria, was caused 
by a cold which 
the 
aged monarch 
caught while walking in Schoenbrunn 
park ten days ago with the king of 
Bavaria, according to a Zurich dispatch 
to the Parisiene. 
The cold developed 
into pneumonia of the right lung. When 
it wag realized yesterday that the em- 
peror's condition ifaa serious his daugh- 
ter, Archduchess Marie Valerie, and his 
nephew, the Archduke Charles Fran- 
cis, heir apparent, and Joseph Frederick 
were summoned to the bedside. 


Even before official confirmation of 
the death of Emperor Francis Joseph 
had been received in Paris this mornin'g, 
the press generally accepted the news 
as authentic. 
Special editions announc- 
ing tho emperor'a death were brought 
up rapidly and the passing of the-mon- 
arch A^as discussed with tho greatest 
interest. 
In their comment the news- 
papers are merciless. The Matin says: 


"The sinister old man, who fpr sixty- 
eight years wore the double crown, dis- 
appears too soon, notwithstanding his 
eighty-six years, for he has not seen 
the approaching hour of expiation of 
the crimes for which he will bear eter- 
nally in history a crushing responsibil-» 
ity and stigma. 
But the spectre of 
punishment must have haunted his lat- 
ter days if this man, so monstrously 
indifferent, was accessible to any feeling 
whatever—this man who witnessed un- 
moved the worst catastrophe heaped up 
by fate on his family and his country. 
The irony of fate! 


"If he had diaappearc'tf/ 
the scene 
three years 
sooner, il ^ Jr^ 
I would 
have forgotten his calcui 
^ coward- 
ice, his ferocious egotism, his hypocrisy, 
and would have remembered only the 
private and public misfortunes which 
marked almost 
all the 
years of his 
reign, without reflecting that these mis- 
fortunes were all deserved. 
He would 
perhaps have been pitied. 
But justice 
has not permitted that:he swindle the 
world out of this supreme homage. 
It 
has made for his death a setting of 
reprobation and horror." 


It is not believed in Parb that the 
death of the emperor will affect the war 
in any way. 
The general inipression 
here is that he had long been more or 
less of a 
figurehead, signing 
wittout 
reading documents to which hig signa- 
ture was necessary, and taking no part 
in affairs' of state.

It fs doubtful if in all history there 
has been an active, authenticated reign 
longer than that closed by the death of 
; Francis Joseph. 
I 
At nineteen years of f ^ e h ^ ascended 
! the throne of Austria, upon abdication 
of hig, uncle, Ferdinand I; December 2, 
,1848, his death today ending an active 
' reign of 68 years, all but the first twen- 
ty which he waa also apostolic king of 
Hungary. 


Tradition says that Pharaoh ruled for 
99 years and there is the more credible 
instance of RamesesII, Seostris of the 
Greeks, whose reign is reputed to have 
covered 67 years. 


But in recorded history there certainly 
bas been no reign equal in period of 
time of that of the Hapsburg which 
closed today. Louis XIV of France waa 
! nominally king for 72 years. He actual- 
1 ly occupied the throne for little more 
I than half a century- A closer rival, and 
I the only one of modem times, 
was 
Queen Victoria, who reigned for 64 years. 


Eventful and Long. 


Francis Joseph's reign was as evenlfnl 
as it was long. From his imperial vant- 
a i point he saw the French monarchy 
go down, the second empire rise «and 
crumble, the commune flaxe briefly, and 
the republic of ""today rise on its ashes; 
he saw the black pinions of the Prussian 
eagle stamped on the flag of the new 
German empire—^later to tower threat- 
eningly over Austria itself; he saw the 
! papacy shorn of its territorial demesne, 
I'while a 
bickering 
family 
of 
petty 
J principalities was welded into united 
[Italy; he saw Spain, once the greatest 
of colonial powers, lose the last of her 
dependencies in two oceans; 
he 
saw 
Japan opened to western civilization, and 
later defeat the sprawling Coloa'Slis of 
two continents; he saw the moat abso< 
lute 
despotisms—Russia, 
Turkey 
and 
Persia—concede representation 
to 
the 
people; he say at a distance the United 
States cement its federation with the 
blood of a great internecine war,-and he 
saw his own brother prove that mon- 
archy could not take new root on Amer- 
ican soiL 


In hia own country he faced internal 
dissensions 
and 
external 
aggressions 
from the moment he came to the throne. 
By the war of 1859 with Franco and Sar- 
dinia he was forced to cede Lombardj^ to 
Italy; by force of arms and treaty he 
lost the Duchy of Holstein to Prussia 
and Venice to Italy; and by the revolt of 
Kussuth, 
the 
Hungarian 
patriot, 
he 
barely escaped having his dual empire 
cut in two. 


Peirsonal Sorrows Overanadow. 


But in human interest his personal 
sorrows overshadowed all. One after an- 
other they came upon him. In 1853 the 
list of tragic incidents began with an at- 
tempt upon his own life. 
In 1867 his 
brother, the Archduk© MaximiUan, after 
three years' experience as emperor of 
Mexico, was captured by the army of the 
patriots and condemned to death by a 
court martial whose sentence was ex- 
ecuted notwithstanding intercession 
m 
hia behalf by the governments of 
the 
United States, England and Prussia 


There followed the burning to death 
of a niece in Vienna; a sister met sim- 
ilar fate in Paris, and a cousin drowned 
himself in Stahrenberg lake, yet these 
were but minor tragedies in comparison 
with that which befell the ancient house 
of the Hapsburgs in 1889, when Rudolf, 
the imperial prince upon whom the Aus- 
trians W n e d their hofiis, met death in 
a mystery which to this day is ^ o t 


Graves hold the secret of tl»t fateful 
night at a hunting lodge in Meyerling. 
There have been a dozen veirsions of what 
occurred. 
One "true story" relates that 
the crown prince was struck dead by 
Baltazzi, a 
Hungarian 
chevalier 
who 
loved the Baroness Mane Vetsera 
and 
who was frenzied by finding the girl and 
Prince Rudolph together m the castle of 
MeyerUng after the crown prince had giv- 
en his pledge not to see the g^l agam. 
Another that the crown prince killed the 
uncle of the young baroness when he 
came to rescue her and that both of the 
young lovers afterward committed sui- 
cide. The truth is not known. 


Still Deeper Mystery. 


Clouded in still deeper mystery, if 
possible, was the di8ap|)earance 
timt 
same year of Francis Joseph's favorite 
nephew, the Archduke Johann SaJvator. 
Heir to the throne at the death of Ru- 
dolf 
he renounced all of hia imperial 
dignities and fled the country aa John 
Orth, captain 
of the 
merchant ship, 
never to be heard of again. 
The next 
of kin, the Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 
who became heir presumptive, added a 
further burden to his uncles heart by 
morganatic marriage 
to 
Sophie, the 
countess of Chotek, by whom he has had 
three children, no one of which can suc- 
ceed to the throne. 


But it is doubtful if any or all of 
these reversée weighed more 
heavily 
upon the emperor's heart than the al- 
most recent tragedy at Geneva, when 
the Empress Elizabeth, who had been 
called the most beautiful woman in Eu- 
rope, was stabbed to death by a mad 
Italian anarchist, in 1898. 
True, she 
long had been estranged from the em- 
peror, but he had never ceased to re- 
spect and adore her. 
When a courier 
brought him the news of the crime he 
exclaimed, "Alas, nothing can be spared 
me, nothing." 


After each blow he renewed his de- 
votion to the state, his only solace being 
in harder work. He labored prodigious- 
ly. 
Ho was beloved for his kindness, 
bis modesty and .certitude, and his high 
moral courage inade it possible for htm 
to hold in leash the Czechs, the Poles, 
the Serbs, the Ruthenians and the Bui- 
gars, who made up the mosaic of na- 
tionalities in his dual empire. 


Gossip Was Active. 
« Gossip dealt plentifully with his-pri- 
vate life, filled with romance and mis- 
fo^une. 
It is related that his mother 
intended Îiim to marry Princess Helena, 
eldest daughter of Duke Max. of BA- 
varia: 
With 
passive 
indifference the 
yoiing emperor agreed to his mother's 
wishes, and set out to pay court to his 
intended bride. He got no further than 
the park surrounding the duke's castle, 
where he spied a little girl whose ex- 
iraordlnary beauty attnuited him. 


He learned that she was Princess 
Elisabeth, younger siirter of his intend- 
' 
He resolved that EUMbeth should 
, his bride 'and'so she' bécame iin

.lance the match, and all of the VienneM 
aristocracy held aloof frem her. 
Eliza-

At last they succeeded. In 'a burst of 
pique she fled to her native Bavaria. 
She came back, but the Viennese never 
forgave her. 
They charged her with 
loving fox-hunting in 
Ireland 
better 
than her duty and preferred to remem- 
ber her'always as the absent wife. 
Estrangement ^ d e n e . 


The estrangement widened. 
The em- 
peror was fond of pretty women and 
Vienna did not lack them. 
The em- 
press grew more and more to consider 
herself "a dutiful sovereign lady," and 
less and less a wife. The tragic death 
of her only son drew her nearer to her 
husband for a while, but there came a 
succeeding period of stronger repulsion, 
and thereafter she almost disappeared 
from the Hofburg. 


Fifteen years ago appeared 
Eatha- 
rina Schratt, formerly of the imperial 
theater." By her tact and wit she suc- 
ceeded in creating for herself a place 
below, but beside the throne, never ac- 
corded before her time so openly and 
so permanently to any woman. 
Specu- 
lations as to her relations with the em- 
peror was wide and malicious. Of coursa 
it found its way to the empress, and 
there followed an'incident which testi- 
fies to her uncommon delicacy and cour- 
age. 


Nettled by the continual humiliation 
of such distasteful scandal mongering, 
she demised a way to end it. 
One day 
she took her youngest daughter by the 
hand and, to the immeasurable aston- 
ishment of her guests, set out to pay a 
long call on Frau Schratt at her country- 
palace in Ischi, where all the world 
knew the emperor 
spent hours daily. 
That ended it effectually. It was im- 
possible to gossip before the empress 
about a condition which she herself had 
socially legalized by her presence. 


No Attempt to Influence Him. 


Whatever the truth about Katharina 
Schratt and the emperor, she had the 
good sense never to attempt to influence 
him politically. 
Those of her prede- 
cessors who had dared most boldly paid 
the penalty of sudden and noiseless re- 
moval from his surroundings. 
"When, 
with the assassination of the empress, 
the court went into mourning, Frau 
Schratt was seen but little. 
Shortly, 
the old intimacy was openly resumed, 
but it was impossible to continue ma- 
lignant about a friendship that length- 
ened into old age, and the sting of crit- 
icism gradually died out. At Shonbrunn 
Castle, Frau Schratt 
appeared 
nearly 
every afternoon to keep the emperor 
company for an hour or two. In turn, 
he debghted to call on her at her town 
house îi8 a private gentleman, where hf 
could meet a few friends of his own 
choosing, and not guests imposed on 
him by etiquette or reasons of state. 
Politics 
was 
«never 
discussed,. 
Frau 
Schratt had her toiivn house and her 
country house, together with a goodly 
allowance, but it never was objected 
that the emperor was lavish with her 
and she had the discretion not to make 
her ostentation a national scandal. 


As a soldier the emperor was beloved 
of his army. 
In a crushing reverse by 
the French at Solferino, he suffered sncn 
humiliation that he is said to have so 
wished to die with his 
men 
that ho 
stood motionless in the fire of a bat- 
tery hoping to be struck down. 
But 
none of his reverses made him any the 
less popular at home. 


In reccnt years he interrupted 
hia 
winter rides, but each spring found him 
on horseback again and he attended tho 
army maneuvers to the last. 
In the 
field he was t&e embodiment of inde- 
fatigable energy. 
Three or four horses 
a day he wojald wear out riding in a 
gallop to the"" foremost front of the re- 
serve and from wing to wing to ac- 
quaint himself with the last tactical de- 
tails. 


Popularity Widespread. 


His popularity reached 
beyond 
tho 
array. 
He was truly the idol of his 
people and especially of Vienna. 
His 
tall, gaunt figure was familiar to every 
Viennese. 
He rode through the street« 
unguarded, bowing to 
the 
salutiol» 
of his loving people; if it became-known 
that he was to leave the city, a crowd 
would congregate to see him drive by. 
He was imperial yet democratic, and 
for years he held weekly audiences with 
the common people at which any on« 
of his subjects could appeal to him for 
the righting of a wrong. 
When there 
waa rioting in the city and a cabinet 
minister proposed to quarter two rem- 
ments in the center of disturbances, the 
emperor said. "Bah! 
Send them the 
imperial band." 
All night 
the 
band 
piayed and the people danced, and in 
the morning they went home to sleep 
off their anger. 


As the emperor grew older and sadder 
he worked harder and permitted himself 
fewer recreations. 
A week of shooting 
each year, and a ttw bottles of priceless 
Gastein to warm his chilling blood, a 
daily hoiu- of gossip with Kathariiia 
Schratt, wly held his affections to the 
îast—that was all. 
He complied rig- 
idly with the required etiquette of the 
court, but personally his tastes were 
simple. 
He ate a breakfast of freshly 
boiled ham, rolls and coffee every mom- 
•ng at 5 o'clock, smoked a three-cent 
cigar, strclled in the morning air until 
6 and then got down to the serious 
business of the day. 
He aeldom slept 
more than five hours, and not that much 
when he traveled or a press of busi- 
ness waited on him. If he felt fatigued 
in the middle of the day, he lay down 
for half an hour and ròse as fresh m 
anew. His first word to his new prima 
minister was: 
"For work you will find 
me always ready, for any cause, at any 
time," and the promise held good for. 
life.

Sketches from Life 
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Demanding a 
Show-Down. 


One of the most interesting post-election developments is coming 
)o light in preparations by the very considerable element of the pro- 
gressive party which supported Mr. Hughes this year to demand a 
ihow-down from the republican national organization regarding the 
future intentions of that party with reference to the progressives. 
,^he trend is important because it demonstrates that many of the pro- 
"gressives who went back into republican ranks this year accepted 
i-epublicanism not permanently but entirely on probation. Before 
ithere is another campaign they now demand as the price of their sup- 
port not merely ear-tickling palaver but definite pledge. They are 
jnaking it plain that republicans cannot hope to retain this progres- 
isive support and continue at the same time a policy of indifferent 
toleration where it does not amount to complete refusal to allow pro- 
jgressives a say-so. 


Harold L. Ickes, of Chicago, member of the progressive national 
committee, and who served on the western committee of the Hughes 
forces during the recent campaign, voices the progressive attitude in 
this fashion: "Merely a profession of faith in progressive party 
principles will not suffice at this late date. There will have to be a 
willingness on tlie part of republicans to co-operate actively with 
progressives. There will have to be a real getting together of the two 
organizations, othcrAvise it will be useless to try to get back in the 
j-epublican party the progressives for the 1920 campaign.'' 


Mr. Ickes is speaking plainly, and with the election returns be- 
fore them it will be difficult for the old-line republican leaders to get 
away from the force of his reasoning. It has just had a demonstra- 
tion that should be convincing. That republican conversion to pro- 
gressive principles was sincere only in spots was plainly evident dur- 
ing the recent campaign. In Indiana, notably, real effort was made to 
demonstrate some consideration for the third party voters, and the 
republicans won. In many other states, particularly in the west, the 
welcome sign was hung out, but republican attitude toward the pro- 
gressives belied its invitation. The progressives took one glance at 
the sign, endured one chilling blast from the refrigerated interior of 
republican headquarters, turned up tlieir coat collars and hied them- 
Belve hence. The fusion effort was as a whole a gigantic failure. The 
results of November 7 and the ultimatum now given by the pro- 
gresives make it clear that republicans can hope for enduring cbali- 
tion with the progressives only by definite compliance with the terms 
of the contract the third party is now submitting. Some of the pro- 
gressives are back in the republican party, but they do not propose 
io remain unless they are admitted to full partnership. 


Tentative agreement for the pushing of one of the railroad suits

Jifif-niPiil study of muck land farms in 
iinrthf'rii Iiirliaiia and southern Michigan, 
ivreniiy 
completed 
by the department 
»nd published as Fariacrs' Bulletin Xo. 
7(5], indicates that Irom a practical and 
slrictly liu-sinesp standpoint it is often 
more advisable to doveloj) muck lands 
along general farm lines rather than to 
«•onsider growing intensive crops. While 
this is contrary to popular opinion, the 
results show that the 
income 
derived 
from tJie general farm crops, such as 
corn, oats and hay, is greater 
per hour 
of man labcr spent than that derived 
from such crops as celery, onions and 
mint." This, together with the fact that 
one man can handle a much greater acre- 
age of general crops than he can of the 
truck crops, makes general farming more 
desirable as a rule, 
especially 
whore 
large tracts of muck land are to be de- 
veloped and where labor is scarce. 


The gross value of corn per day of 
man labor Avas .$10.03 and that of'hay 
$12.84, while that of onions was $u.53 
and of celery, $4.31. One man can handle 
about the following acreages of the dif- 
ferent 
crops: 
Celery 
41/2, 
onions 
5, 
eabba,ge, 10, mint, 20, corn, 40, and a 
combination of corn, hay and oat.s, 75 
acres. 
On farms of reasonable size this 
advantage in acreage permits an indi- 
vidual farmer to use his available time 
more profitably when spent on general 
farm crops than on truck crops. 


Records were taken on 140 farms. It 
•was found that the celery growers, with 
an average of 6.3 of their 19.2 acres de- 
voted to celeiy and an average invest- 
ment of $5.630, after deducting e.xpenses 
and 5 per cent, interest on the invest- 
ment, made a labor income, of $394; the 
onion growers, with an average of about 
16 of their 104 acres devoted to onions 
and an average investment of $12,611, 
made on this same basis an average labor 
income of $1,732; the peppermint grow- 
ers, with an average of about 35 of their 
184.6 acres in mint and an average in- 
vestment of $16,410, made labor incomes 
aAci-aging $1,5J9; and the general farm- 
ers, with an average acreage of 235 acres 
mostly devoted to general farm crops, 
earned 
an 
average 
labor 
income 
of 
$1,056. 
Seven of the more prosperous 
grain-and-stock farms were 
considered 
separately, to get figures to illustrate 
more nearly the full possibilities of tliis 
type of farming on muck lands. The ave- 
rage size of these farms was 281 acres, 
the average ini^estment $41,795, and the 
average labor income $1,994. 


Considering that the expense for labor 
and fertilizers is much greater on celery 
or onion farms than on grain and stock 
farms, that the latter provide a much 
better distribution of labor throughout 
the year than do the intensive types, 
and the risk involved in truck farm- 
ing is always great, the conclusion is 
reached that grain and stock farming, 
even on muck soils, is much safer than 
any intensive type. 


It is pointed out that while muck 
lands, in general, are well adapted to 
highly intensive types of farming, they 
are as a rule almost equally as well 
adapted to extensive cultivation, so that 
the owner of the muck land farm big 
enough for general farming can choose 


freely in determining which type he will 
follow. 


1» tliis connection attention is called 
to the fact that in the North Central j 
.states alone there are 15,000,000 acres 
of swamp lands, consisting largely of 
muck soils capable of being drained and 
brought under cultivation, while in the 
entire United States, according to the 
census, in 1909, there was a total of but 
198,000 acres of cabbage, onions, celery 
and peppermint and spearmint—all crops 
that 
are 
frequently 
subject 
to 
over- 
production. 
From these figures the con- 
clusion 
is drawn 
that 
all the 
celery, 
onions, mint and cabbage now required 
to supply the 
demand by 
the •«(hole 
United States might be grown on an 
area equal to 1 or 2 per cent of the avail- 
able muck lands of the North Central 
states alone. 
The obvious moral is that 
any e-vtension of intensive 
agriculture 
commensurate with the available area of 
muck soil is economically impossible, and 
that it is just as well to begin planning 
for the utilization of these great 
and 
fertile acreas along the lines of general 
farming.

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 22.—Scope of 
the investigation of alleged election ir- 
regularities in Indiana by the federal 
grand jury widened considerably 
yes- 
terday, when more than a score of wit- 
nesses from Frankfort, Ind., and Clin- 
ton coimty were examined. 
Although 
Frank C.' Dailey, special attorney 
as- 
sisting the government, declined to dis- 
cuss tlie Avqrk of the grand jury, it is 
understood that the office of the United 
States district 
attorney 
has received 
numerous complaints of vote buying in 
and about Frankfort on the last elec- 
tion day. 


While the grand jury was busy ex- 
amining witnesses from' Clinton county, 
Frank Keam, deputy United States mar- 
shal, visited Bartholomew county, car- 
rj'ing a goodly number of subpoenas, in- 
dicating the election investigation also 
will extend to political workers in that 
county. 
Most of the subpoenas, it is 
understood, were, for witnesses living in 
or near Columbus, Ind. 
Tliis investiga- 
tion also is believed to be that of com- 
plaints of vote buying. 


Probe Intimidation Reports. 


It is known also that Mr. Dailey, who 
has general charge of the work of the 
grand jury in connection with election 
matters, will pay special attention 
to 
complaints from various parts of 
the 
state regarding intimidation and Avrong- 
ful use of money at the polls.

The specific charge Is that 
of stealing a package containing four 
shirts, valued at $30, from a receptacle 
In charge of Arthur L. Houdyshell, a 
local mail carrier. 
Houdyshell on No- 
vember 14 left a large pile of second- 
class mail In the Hume-Mansur build- 
ing near the elevator, while he deliv- 
ered the 
first-class 
mall. 
Raiber. it is 
charged, stole the package and cscaped. 
He was arrested four days later, when 
he attempted to pawn 
the 
package. 
Federal officers say Raiber has con- 
fessed. 


James A. E3veritt and Sibley F. Ever- 
Itt, his son, were arrested on capiases 
from federal court based on an indict- 
ment charging them with using the 
malls In a scheme to defraud. 
Both 
were released at once on bond. 
The 
charge against both is that in an ad- 
vertisement published in a farm paper, 
owned by them, an offer of free seeds 
was made, which, it later developed, 
according to the indictments, was made 
on a stipulation that each applicant 
should pay 50 cents subscription to the 
farm paper. 
The 
alleged 
stipulation 
was not contained in the advertisement, 
the indictment contends, thus making 
the offer appear fraudulent.

"Italy today 
offers better business opportunities for 
Americans in my estimation than South 
America or the far east. She has a fine 
commercial strategic position and her 
g o v e r n m e n t and 
people 
are actively 
aware of the fact, and intend to push 
this advantage of location. 


"Wartimo Italy is far more prosper- 
ous than is generally known 
The re- 
cent declaration of dividends showed 
earnings higher 
even 
than 
m peace 
times. 
It is also not generally knoAvn 
that Italv bought more products in the 
United States during the past year than 
in aiiv four other great countries. 
She 
' bought over two hundred millions from 
uB. as compared to eighty millions in 
England, fiftv in the Argentine, " " y m 
France and fifteen in Switzerland. 
She 
is selling to us pomething over hity 
millions a vear. which i-- about her nor- 
mal vearlv sales of before the war. 


"There is going to be much more busi- 
ness between Italy 
and 
the United 
State.s as this his fact of her geographi- 
cal situation is better apiireciatcd. and 
when both Italy and the United States 
increase their number of merchant ships, 
at present sadly inadequate to handle 
the cargoes either way. Italy has pro-

continue to

abundant return cargoes, such as her

made in science, industry and com- 
merce during the last forty years of a 
United Italy. Milan, with its more than 
000,000 inhabitants, the heart of indus- 
trial Italy, has 
a record 
of growth 
unique in modern European history. Its 
population has increased fifty per cent, 
in the last ten j'ears, due to the wealth 
and hustle of her businefis men. 


"All of the American firms now

Italy to my knowledge and belief are 
prospering, some even more than prev- 
ious to the war.

"In some homes in East Chica©) there 
are eo many persons that they must 
sleep on the beds in shifts, and if ever 
the beds are unoccupied the women put 
macaroni across them to dry." 


Mrs. Bacon has accomplished- great 
housing reforms in her home in Evan.s- 
ville, Ind., and is at present working to 
get the Indiana legislature to pass 
law which will give the state control 
of every dwelling.

It was reported in a snecial dispatch 
from London on Dec. 6 last, that the 
47,500 ton WHiite Star liner, Brittanic, 
then recently chartered, would be used 
as a hospitai ship by the British govern- 
ment, making her the largest hospital 
ship in commission, with an equipment 
of 6,000 beds. 
Last -Tiine, however, it 
was reported in a dispatch from Liver- 
pool that the Brittanic had been

ROTARIftNS' SPEAKER 


Gives Excellent Address On 
Work Being Done in 
Juvenile Court. 


In one of the most forcible addresses 
on juvenile questions and the suppres- 
sion of crime by ajfording proper envi- 
ronment 
ever heard by a 
commercial 
and civic organization in Fort Wayne, 
Judge John \V. Eggeman. of the circuit 
court, was the 
speaker 
before 
the 
Rotary 
club 
at the 
regular 
weekly 
limcheon Wednesday. 


No man in the Fort Wayne has done 
more to correct early criminal tendencies 
in the young than .Judge Eggeman and 
the Rotarians assembled to hear a man 
whom they all admired, but had failed 
to fully approciate while engaged in the 
busy pursuits of business life. 
Fraiik 
E. Bohn, president of the Rotary chib. 
presided. 


Judge Eggeman said he had not been 
established in juvenile court two montli.^ 
until he found that disputes over mate- 
rial things were not nearlv so important 
as the question of juvenile delinquency 
and their proper handling. 
"The parent 
is the natural guardian of the child nnd 
should 
realize 
bis responsibility," dv?- 
clared the judge. 


Made by Environment. 


"Criminal.'^ are made bv environment, 
r«ot by heredity," as.^erted the speaker. 
He said we no more get our desire to 
steal from heredity than we got our de- 
sire to be a good "telegrapher from that 
source. 
Healthy 
brains 
in 
hoalthv 
bodies and the proper training of thoVe 
branis was uro-pd. 


We absorb the habits of our parents 
and the home was shown as a 
potent 
factor in molding the career. 
"The iuve- 
mle court," the judge said, "was estab- 
lished for the salvation of the child, not 
Its punishment. 
Courts are not cure-alls 
and obedience to the law must be had," 
added the court. 


The manner in which the divorce of 
parents made for child neglect and the 
manner in which persons swore away the 
liberty of their children was denounced. 
The judge said it was not necessary to 
wallow in the mud to find the evil there 
was in the world and he held to the be- 
lief that innocence was a mighty good 
attribute with the young encountering 
no more dangers than were absolutely 
necessary to their self-protection. 
Good Work Done. 


In 1912 before Judge Eggeman took 
the bench 18 boys and 15 girls were sent 
to the reform schools of the state, when 
Fort Wayne had 20,000 fewer in popu- 
lation than it now has. 
In 
1913, the 
first year Judge Eggeman was oii 
the 
bench, eleven boys and nine girls were 
sent 
to 
correctional 
institutions. 
In 
1914-15 sixteen juveniles were sent up 
and so far in 1916, since the establish- 
ment of the Allen 
C o u n t v 
Boys' and 
Girls' school, under the direction of the 
Board of Children's Guardians, but one 
boy and six girls have been 
sentenced 
from the court for juvenile delinquency. 
The judge closed his address with an ap- 
peal for an awakening to the delinquen- 
cy of girls between 12 and 18 in the city 
of Fort Wayne, many of whom had n-it 
reached the attention of the court, but 
whose delinquency was a fact.

ELECTRO-TECHNIC LECTURE. 


W. S. Göll Talks on Rock Drills for 


Mine Use. 
— * 


One of the best attended of recent

Surprise is expressed that Goodrich's 
lead over Adair fihould be 13,629 and 
Hughes' lead over Wilson only 6,942, al- 
though Hughes polled 341,005 v0t6a( as 
against 338,326 cast for Goodrich. A 
partial solution of the problem perhaps 
may be found in the fact that the first 
elector on the Wilson ticket received 
0,154 more votes than w«re cast for the 
next highest elector on the 6aine tickot. 
That is ^to say, 6,154 peraoni» imagined, 
that when they placed an X in the 
square in front of the first name on 
the '4iational state ticket« they, were 
voting for the entire llts of candidate a, 
whereas they were giving only one vote 
for Wilson and iione for any of the 
other candidates. 
On the > republican 
side the diflference was less, viz., 4,710. 


When the Australian ballot systeni 
wag first introduced, the law providsd 
that by marking thd first man on the 
ticket iuch mark carried with it oi

' Judge Hook directed the receivers of 
the Misouri, Oklahoma & Gulf railroad, 
who brought the original action in the 
case to enjoin -the law from going into 
effect, to assist the government in ex- 
pediting th« case to the supreme court 
of the United States for final decision 
and instructed them through their attor- 
neys to invite the representatives of 
every railroad in, this country to par-

hearings before the I 


United States supreme court. 


Requested by Government. 


This was requested in the government's 


motion to dismiss the injunction, peti- 
tion of the federal government desiring 
to avoid "prolonged, unnecessary and 
scattered litigation" that would be made 
necessary by the hearing of countless 
similar suits filed.by every rail system 
in every federal district in the United 
States' through which their lines run. It 
is expected that the ultimate decision as 
to whether the law will go into effect 
January 1, will be handed down, .before 
that time. A transcript of the present 
case will be filed, in the United States 
supreme court, before it reconvenes Dec. 
4. " 


judge Hook's Decision. 


The text of Judge Hook's decision to- 


day is as follows: 


•"This is a suit to enjoin the enforce; 


meut:of a recent act of congress,'com- 
monly called the Adamson law, .upon 
the ground that it is contrary to the 
constitution. In the character of the 
averments, the plaintiffs' bill of com- 
plaint is stated to be typical of a num- 
ber of suits recently filed by railroad 
companies in various district courts of 
the United States. A motion to dis- 
miss has been presented on behalf of 
the defendant United States attorney. 
The sole question raised is that of con- 
stitutionality of 'the law. 
The court 


is informed "that the other cases stand 
on applications for temporary injunc- 
tions. 


"An appeal from an order granting or 


refusing a temporary injunction goes to 
the circuit of appeals and not further 
by ordinary procedure, while an appeal 
from a final order or decree in such a 
case would go direct to the supreme 
court of the United States. 
In the 


former a. - decision would be inconclu- 
sive; in the latter a decision would defi- 
nitely settle the question for the whole 
country. 
The motion to dismiss the 


case here, however it is decided, wil 
promptly result in a final decree from 
which an appeal will be taken to the 
supreme court.

The em- 
bargo should also be imposed for purely 
domestic reasons. 
The price of food 


stuffs have reached levels that are bring- 
ing widespread distress to the country. 
Many hundreds of thousands of our. peo- 
ple are suffering from the lack of the 
jjtcfssities of ;life;-..Wholesale prices in 
many commodities are less atfoad- to- 
day than they were a year ago; here 
the retail prices have advanced alarm- 
ingly.

Aged Austrian Monarch Attended to 


Affairs Up to the Last Day. 


London, Nov. 22.—Emperor Francis 


Joseph of Austria practically died in 
harness, according to an. Amsterdam 
dispatch to the Central News. The dis- 
patch says that the emperor rose a.t his 
usual hour on Tuesday and engaged in 
governmental business. 
He received 


his daughter, the Archduchess Marie, 
at 1 o'clock and two hours later gave 
an audience to Foreign Minister Burian. 
In the afternoon his condition grew 
worse and in the early evening his 
temperature rose and the physicians 
realized that death was approaching. 
It is reported in Berlin that Emperor 
"VVilliam will attend the funeral. 


First news of the emperor's death 


came by a Eeuter dispatch from Vi- 
enna by way cf, Amsterdam, and it 
merely stated that the monarch had 
died last night at 9 o' "jck at Schien- 
brunn castle.

Macedonian front where the Bul- 
garians and Germans who evacu- 
ated Monastir are making a stand 
against the pursuing Serbians and 
French. Paris reports the Teutonic 
allies making a stubborn resistance, 
and a heavy fog also holding up the 
advance. 


The battle linens at its nearest 


point to Monastir immediately north 
of tho city at Snegovo, and runs

across the country within the bend 
of the Cerna river. In pushing tho 
Germano-Bulgarian forces back to 
this line, the entente troops have 
made important captures of men and 
material. Today's French statement 
reports the taking of 500 additional 
prisoners.
